(1) The index of employment is the ratio of number in employment (fiest column of Table 52) 
to estimated number of wage earners available for employment. The index of unemployment is the 
residue, but both indexes are derived by modifying the census ratios in accordance with subsequent 
changes in number in employment and number estimated to be available for employment. 


(2) ‘ Number in employment ” is virtually a direct record; ‘‘ number of available wage earners Us 
is an estimate derived by increasing the total of wage earners in employment (plus unemployed) at the 
Census of 1933 in ratio to the annual increase in persons aged 15 to 64 years. In order to increase the 
degree of precision in the index, adjustment is made in the number of available wage earners 
thus estimated to allow for (a) increase in the proportion of females who are wage earners (b) 
youths who were without occupation but were not recorded in the wage-earning group at the 
Census of 1933. Adjustment for seasonal variations in employment is not made except in respect 
of casual retail employees in December. Since the outbreak of war, adjustment is due on account of 
enlistments in naval, military and air forces, and on account of persons (not formerly of the wage- 
earning group) who have entered employment.

Notr.—The Sydney index of wholesale prices relates cliefly to basic materials and foods weighted in accordance 
with consumption in the years 1911-13. Neither the component items nor the weighting have been varied. Conse- 
quently the index is a measure of changes in wholesale price levels based on usages which have altered substantially 
the period on which the weighting was determined. As such it is useful as an indication of long-term trends over 
the past 40 years which it covers, on the assumption that the relative importance of component items remained 
constant. But it no longer serves asa measure of price variations from month to month or from year to year of 
commodities weighted in accordance with present-day consumption. Comparison of wholesale price index numbers 
since 1938-39 are shown in the following table.
